RAILWAY WORK IN CHINA. 


———___+_——_— 
(Daily Press, 25th May.) 

“Your most effective missionary in China 
is the railway,” remarked a Chinese gentle- 
man, talking about the creditable progress 
being made with our little local line. It is 
true, and cannot too often be repeated, that 
a vast empire like China needs rapid and 

means of transit between its outlying 
parts before it can progress as a whole. In 
the human corporation. the circulation is 
the life, and when China once erjoys a 
complete internal circulation, there is no 
telling how lively she may be. Certainly 
it will be vastly different to what it ia now, 
when the people of one province look upon 
the people of another province as foreigners. 
The national feeling so often desiderated 
by China’s friends, the patriotism that 
depends upon the feeling of homogeneity, 
ought to follow soon after the adequate 
railway system. Indeed, the progress 80 
far made gives promise of this. In view of 
so much still to do, we are apt to overlook 
what has actually been done, yet in the 
last few years, quite a respectable progress 
has been achieved in this connection. It is 
not go very long ago—the late ‘ Seventies — 
that the obstinate local officials were 
opposing successfully the first attempt to 
introduce the short line between Shanghai 
and Woosung. A very few months ago, 
Shanghai had to undertake quile a ricsha 
journey to show its visitors a railway train. 
ow it thinks nothing of a week-end trip 
inland by train, and it enjoys 4 wide choice 
of stopping stations. The Shanghai time- 
table as now published is quite an imposing 
document, and conduces to a certain Brad. 
shaw-like respect in the student thereof. 
After the war of 1894, it is generally 
remembered, there was quite an epidemic 
of concessions, but it is also remembered 
how for long there seemed little prospect of 
these developing into actual lines. Pressure 
in more than one direction had to be 
applied, and now, in this year of grace, and 
if we include Manchuria, we can proudly 
point to well over three thousand miles of 
railway lines actually laid down, with 
another thousand in the making, and four 
theusand miles surveyed and—or sanction- 
ed, The three thousand miles of railway 
now in use serve to indicate what will 
happen when all that are projected are 
made. The Chinese are taking to railway 
travelling like ducks to water, we are told. 
@ passenger carriages are crowded, and 
the goods trucks also would be crammed 
with merchandise but for that little 
misunderstanding about likin. As it is, 
observers claim to have noticed a distinct 
dwindling effect upon the parochialism of 
the Chinese in the neighbourhood of avail- 
able railways. Wider outlook, growth of 
interest in broader issues, is being traced in 
some districts to the influence of the Puffing 
Billy. Those are foreign observations, how- 
ever. The Chinese are not quite awake yet 
to these immaterial or indiréct benefits. 
The London Times points this out, and 
wastes upon an audience already convinced 
some valuable remarks that should have 
been printed in ideographs. For instance, 
it concludes a recent editorial thus : 
Hoatility to foreign influence, suspicion of 
foreign intentions, lead the Chinese to oppose 
violently any scheme for railway construction in 
which foreign capital and direction is concerned. 
Strong agitation has taken place in several parts 
of China to persuade the Government to cancel 
conceesions held by foreign syndicates. This 
attitude of hostility is not without justification. 
In the past, railway schemes were often a.cloak 
for political ambitions, and Chinese interests 
were sometimes ignored by groups of capita- 
lists, who had seoured lucrative privileges. But 


in refusing to admit foreign co-operation in any 
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favour of the new, which is to be indeed as” 


form the Chinese now seem to be injuring them- 
selves. It would be quite possible for them to 
obtain the loan of external funds and the services 
of skillei engineers on terms that would fully 
safeguard China’s sovereignty and interests. 
The last agreements concluded represent a great 
advante in this respect. Bul though in many 
provinces the people have formbd associations to 
build their own railways, these}movements have 
so far been conspicuous by theif failure, Thera 
is a lack of capital, lack of mutual confidence 
between people and officials, and abovéeall lack 
of capable engineers. The Hekinf to Kalgan 
Railway which is being successfully built by a 
Chinese engineer trained in the United Statex, 
is a solitary example of what may be posible in 
the future. In the meautime| railway develop- 
ment is one of the most urgent needs of the 
Empire. That the Chinese pation should be 
able to reorganise itself successfully in the near 
future is imperative, no less forjits own sake than 
for the preservation of peace And international 
stability in the Far East. For strengtheniog 
the control of the Government, for facilitating 
reforms, for giving vitality and cohesion to the 
teeming millions of the Empirp, for developing 
military strength, and for fogtering trade, the 
rapid growth of means of communication is an 
indispensable condition.

Nero fiddled while Romp was burning. 
We in these modern days fare apt to point 
with affected diadain at the folly of our 
predecessors ; “If we had heen in the days 
of our fathers we would |not have been 
partakers with them,” &c.| ‘ Education,” 
we preen ourselves in oursuperior know- 
ledge and wisdom, has done away with all 
that sort of thing, and welhave plainly no 
further use for common sense, which in this 
superior age we can safely furn out of doors 
and leave to forage for her |own existence. 
True, it may be, that knowledge is power, 
but the very incarnation off power we can 
conceive embodied in a jrailway engiae 
standing on a siding with full steam up. 
Now our railway managers ordinarily do 
not leave locomotives in full steam standing 
unattended about railway| stations, It is 
true that such things haye happened in 
spite of all regulations to the contrary, and 
locomotives with no mindjto control them 
have started on the journey, and dire has 
been the disaster. 

Now it-is this very fact that knowledge is 
power that enormously increases the danger 
of the situation, and makes our modern 
follies inconceivably morejdangerous than 
the simple errors of our jancestors. We 
have Sir Epwarp Grey’sjplain statement 
that attempt to set right the political 
position in Macedonia, which would involve 
the continuance of Turkigh rule in Con- 
stantinople, would be followed by the 
immediate outbreak of a |Huropean war. 
Sir Epwarp Grey is an old Railway 
Chairman, and in the complicated manage- 
ment of a great Railway acquired that 
experience of men and affairs which has 
stood him such good stead jn his control of 
the still more complicated matters that 
come within the ken of tha Foreign Office, 
Sir Epwaxp Grey is not the man of himself 
to leave the locomotive unattended standing 
in steam on the line; yet somethiog of very 
much the eame nature has been done by 
somebody, and the look-out js not altogether 
agreeable for the individukl compelled to 
travel in the next train. 

Last year Mr. Harpa¥e, Minister of 
State for War Affairs infroduced a Bill 
in Parliament for the remaking of the 
Army. It was a truly rgdical measure, 
because before the new aruy is to be made 
the old army has to be destroyed ; there is 
to be no mistake about it thiqd time. All the 
old regulations and traditiogs are to cease in 
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well as in name a“ Citizen” army. The 
old one had been a king’s army, but Mr. 
CARDWELL, with perhaps some lingerio 
Whig antipathies to standing armies, had 
sought after a German fashion to “terri- 
torialise’ it; the names were changed, the’ 
the old Buffs became the new East Kent 
Regiment, &c., but things went on much as 
before, and crack regiments remained so, 
and dowdy ones were as of old, One thing 
above all others would not be touchei; the 
Horse Guards might stand much, but here 
they were resolute, The British Army was 
the most expensive in ‘the world, some 
people (but they were radicals) hinted it 
was the most inefficient ; but be that ag it 
might, the expense was sacred. Mr. Sr. 
Joun Broperick tried hard to have this 
amended, but like all his predecessors. 
found the road too hard to be successfully 
Lraversed, 

poe it was differont when the 
‘Cabinet of the ‘‘ Mend-alls’’ came on the 
scene :—there appeared a head, it was cer- 
tainly a head and with true Irish instinct 
the Cabinet resolved that, being a head, it 
had to be broken. Mr. Hatpang, to whom 
was allotted the job, apparently misunder- 
stood his instructions and designed a new 


army ; and the country, glad to find one - 


constructive element, and having long felt 
that something ought to be done, to no one’s 
astonishment more than his own, .took up 
his scheme in a friendly spirit. It involved 
the entire destruction of the old Yeomanry 
and Volunteers, the formation out of the 
Line and Militia ofa new Foreign-going 
Army, and the construction’ anew of a 
Home Army to be termed the Territorial 
Force.

be made to arouse national enthusiasm it 
seems that between the new atool and the 
old, the country is as likely. as not to be 
left without an army at all. There were, it 
is true, many of the Cabinet even a year 
ago, who looked upon such a position of 
affaira as a good joke; “had’nt they made 
friends with Frauce, and had’ot they a good 
chance of getting Russia to join the merry 
party, dnd what was the use fretting over 
the others? they could give the boggarsa 
sop now and then to keep them in good 
humour; and there was always Free Trade 
(spelt with capitals, too) to fall back on; the 
beggars will never be foolish enough to 
quarrel with their bread and butter. Atall 
events, we're in, and in we intend to stay 
as long as we can, and have a gay time to 
make up for all the time we have been out

Taking 
all these warnings from ministers respons- 
ible in their various departments, it is 
surely time that even the preseut House of 
Commons should begin ty see that the 
country at large is under a policy of fad in 
lieu of reason, rapidly falling into a dan- 
gerous state. Surely Board Schools can 
for the nonce devote some little time to 
education ; and fiery tee-totallers can in the 
face of a danger threatening all let the 
intoxication of :their desires be sobered 
sufficiently to see beyond the public house 
at the corner. The game so peculiarly 
Irish of “Beggar my Neighbour,” while 
asa corollary doing no good to oneself, has 
surely been played out, and the country 
demands that the business of the day sliould 
at last be taken in hands. As yet the 
demand has not formulated the man, and 
His Majesty’s Ministers have still the 
Opportunity of reforming their own ways, 
instead of seeking the ungracious task 
of, unasked, striving t» remove the mote 
from their neighbour's eyes. A year anda 
half of fads, surely even Mr. AsgquirH can- 
not but see, is beyond a safe strain on the 
already over burdened fabric of the British 
Nation. We have abundance of time when 
we've put the locks and bars in order to 
think about changing round the furniture; 
meanwhile, the police are away on a wild- 
goose-chase, and news has just come in that 
the Bashi Bazouks are over the border. 
This is, however, just the time that our 
Cabinet selects to lay down the carpets, and 
call in the house decorators. Surely in no 
other country than England, and in no 
party in England outside the rump of the 
Cobdenites, could such a conjunction of fad 
and folly be tolerated for an instant. 
There is an old maxim beginning :—Quem 
Deus viilti—Never apparently was it better 
exemplified.

To be doing with, British shipping is still a 
long way nhead of the rest, notwithstanding 
that comparisons of percentages seem to 
show it losing ground. The yery fact that 
the British mercantile fleet i$ so enormous 
seems to he accountable to same ex'ent for 
the pessimism prevailing, for there is no 
competition more fierce than that between 
Britis: and British. Freights have dropped 
to a comparatively low figure,| and are only 
saved from reaching a poiht at which 
they would be unremunerative by methods 
that have been giving rise |to agitations 
and Commissions—to consignpra becoming 
alarmed lest their prosperity should be 
interfered with by artificial inflation of 
rates. On this latter point, there seems to 
be a great deal to be said on both sides, and 
we can do no better than tp wait for the 
report and the verdict of the Shipping 
Rings Commission. Meanwhile, there can 
be no doubt that the Governm nt assistance 
given to fureigo shipping putg)it into a very 
favourable position to compete with the 
British, which is not even left to work out 
its own salvation, but is now threatened (on 
aan uaa grounds) with interference 
that will make its working jcosts heavier 
and its administration more difficult. The 
necessary reduction of = ase may have 


resulted iu some cages, as has|)been alleged, 
in ships being sent out ill-equipped, under- 
manned, and badly provisionpd, and it no 
doubt led up to the recent alteration of 
the load-line, which wae jobjectionable 
from the point of view of the sailor. 
There is no equally valid objection to the 
employment of cheaper labour, especially as 
white stokers have been so notoriously un- 
satisfactory. One set of patriots bewails 
the diminution of the percentage of British 
carrying trade; another lent the in- 
crease in the number of aliens employed.

It is feared that this fukneial disaster will 
affect other Chinese firms in Tientsia and l’ckisg 
aud perhaps also several foreign firms. The 
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whole financial situation here is very unsatis- 
factory.| ‘The Chinése have been’ planging or 
sinking feeper and deeper into debt for moaths 
past. tio German firms alone they owe 
$27,000,400, of which $13,000,009 are absolutely 
unsecured; and smaller bat still very cousider- 
able sums are owed to Japanese, French, and 
other foreiga merchants. 

Since I wrote last final official confirmation 
has been given to the appointmert of the 
Director of the Imperial tHailways of North 
Chins, Mr. C. L. Chow, to be Customs Taotai 
of Newohwang. Mr. Chow isa British subjeot, 
having been born in Hongkong. Like many 
other prominent offisials in North China, he is 
a Cantonese and like most Cantonese, fe is 
avery able man and in every way a modo 
official, It was to tho band of Southerners 
(Cantonese) whom H. E. Yuan shih-kat 
gathered about him that the former Viceroy 
of Chihli owed mauob of the succass which 
obaraotarised his administration. These inclade 
(ar, Coow himself, who before he became 
ireotor of the IL.R.N.C., was director of the 
China Merchants 8, N. Co, Mr. 8. C. Tsai, 
Customs Taota of Tientsio, Mr. Liang ee 
Yen, formerly Customs Taotai of Tientsin an 
now on the Waiwupu, Mr. M. T. Liang, also - 
a former Customs [asotai of Tientsin, and 
afterwards of Shanghai, and now of the 
Waiwapu, H. KE. Tang Shao I, lately Governor 
of Moakden aod now of the Waiwupa, Dr. 
Mark, director of the Pablio Works Depart- 
ment, l'ientsin City, and several others who 
would be a credit to any country. 

One of the oleverest and ablest of the officials 
named is H. H. Liang Tun Yen, who wafortan- 
ately ig a viotim of opium smoking. He is 
affected by the Imperial ‘Edict forbidding 
opium-smoking amongst officials, and offered to 
resign. Bat H. E, Yuan Shih-kai knows him to 
be too valuable an official to “lose, and declined 
to accept his resignation. Instead he gave him 
a holiday with a view to enabling him to effect 
a oure, The circamstanoe is one of those 
indications which sho- that the Chinese 
Government is seriously in earnest about 
putting down the opium evil. 

An event of some importance was the appear- 
ance op May 5 of the firat number of “ The 
Chinese Public Opinion,” a new tri-weekly 
paper, published in Hnoglish under exclusively 
Chinese auspices in Pexing. The editor is 
Mr, Chu Chi. The olaim is made that it 
is “the firet real Chinese newspaper in 
a foreign language.” The object of the 
editor is to ‘‘disouss forsign actions from a 
Chinese standpoint. We should assiduously 
strive after bridging over the gulf that separates 
foreigners from Chinese in these daya per- 
haps more than ever before, Bat above all 
and everything our aim and tendency is, and 
ever will be, aa long as our paper is privileged 
t> ran ita course, to publish the Pablic Opinion 
of our country. We shall do it in a just 
attitude to both sides, but our language will 
always be plain and open. We shall try .to 
fight the good fight for the welfare of our 
smperor and his Empire. And for this oar 
noble and sublime call, we shall saffer oursslves, 
if needs be, to be blamed, imprisoned, con- 
demsed and no matter what punishment is 
meted out #2 us, we will always publish our 
opinions. This is not only our right. but our 
duty.” 7

PRIVATE MOORING BUOYS IN THE HARBOUR. 

a e following reply to the Government was 
read :— 

Hongkong ( hamber of Commerce, 
12th May, 19¢8, 

S1z,—I am directed to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your letter of the 3rd ultimo on the 
eubject of the proposal of the Government to 
make leaged moorings in the Harbour available 
to vessels other than those of the lessees, 

2 My Committee note that section 28 (4) of 
the Merchant Shipping Congolidation Ordinance 
1899 gives power to tke Harbour Master to 
allot leased moorings to ressels other than those 
of the lessees. 

I am to state, however, that my Committee are 
unaware of any occasion upon which the power 
has been exercised except under very spacial 
circumstances, and for reasons conveyed jn 
paragraph 8 of this letter they view wilh 
alarm any change in the proc:dure that has 
been followed for many years 

3 My Committee nota that the Government 
are prepared to gnarantee that a buoy shall be 
available for the lessees’ vessel upon giving the 
Harbour Master 48 hours’ notica, It is, how- 
ever, just this particular portion of the scheme, 
and the resultant inconveniences to all which my 
Committee anticipate by its adoption, that 
compels them to disagree with the proposals 
of the Government, 

I am to put forward for (xample, a state of 
affairs that my Committee consider likely to 
occur. 

A steamer consigned to agent?, who do not 
own a buoy, arrives in the harbour and applies 
for and takes up her position at, a leased moor- 
ing. She has a cargo that will take her three 
days to discharge. The owners of the buoy 
notify the Harbour Master on the day this 
vessel takes up her berth that they will require 
their buoy in 48 hours. What is the resul! ? 

(1) The steamer hag {o clear away i.e. either 
get up steam or be towed toa new berth. 

(2) The Chinese consignees are greatly in- 
convenienced and lose time and money through 
the vessels having to move. 

(3) Cargo boat owners suffer to.the same 
extent and in the same way and lose additional 
titae’and money through having to search for 
the vessel at her new berth. 

(4) Owners lose time and money and run 
unnecessary risk; 

My Committee therefore consider the pro. 
posal both inconvenient and expensive. 

As regards the undertaking by the Govern- 
ment to inspect the buoys for damage after 
their use by vessels other than those balonging 
to the owner of the mooring, my Committee 
consider that any examination short of actually 
hoisting up the buoy for the discovery of 
damage under water where it is most likely to 
occur, would be most ungatisfactory to owners. 

4 My Committee regret that notwithstanding 
the Government's assurances contained in your 
letter of the 3rd April, they are unable to 
withdraw their objection to the scheme. I am 
to reiterate the Committee’s belief that avy 
alteration in the prcsent procedure is unneces- 
sary and would be extremely vexatiors, My

NEW TYPHOON HARBOUR OF REFCGR. 
The following le. ters were read :—

Hongkong General Chamber of Commeroe, 

Siz,—We, the undersigned, agents and 
representatives of British lines and owners of 
vessels visiting this port, beg to bring {o your 
notice that we consider the sch: me ag cet forth 
in the Colonial S oretary's letter of the l:th 
March, addressed to the Chamber of Commerce, 
which has recently been published, distinotly 
prejudicial to the interests of shipping, whioh 
is the mainstay and livelihood of the whole 
Colony. So much has been said in past years 


‘by your Chamber on this particular point that 


we think that it is hardly necessary for us to 
particularise once more the many arguments 
against the taxation of shipping. 

In view of the fact that the proposed refuge 
is to be erected to protect lighters and native 
cargo boats in case of a typboon, it appears to 
as that there are many concerns closely allied 
to shipping on which we think some pirt of the 
cost of the proposed work might fall, As an 
instance, we consider that underwriters ara as 
muoh concerned as shipowners, inasmuch ag it 
is of great value for them to know that oraft 
will have a place of refuge in the event of a 
sévere storm. We therefore consider that the 
contribution towards the expenses should be 
made more general and that the onus should 
not fall too much on the shoulders of the 
shipping trade. 

As however the shelter is in the interests of 
the welfare of the Colony, and the shipping 
generally hag a certain interest at stake, we 
think that a temporary increase in the light 
dues would be agreed to by shipowners without 
opposition provided it were bared on a somewhat 
modified arrangement as regards pay ment. 

During 1907 the registered tonnage of 
shipping visiting this port is put down at 
roughly 10,300,000, tons. Wetherefore thibk 
that if the tocnage dues are increased by 3 
cent per ton and the cst of the work 
spread of a longer term of years (than that 
suggested) it would be more equitable and the 
distribution of the payment would be much 
better divided. 

We would point ont that of late years the 
tonnage of steamers has materially increased, it 
however does not follow that more cargo is 
being brought in or taken away from the Colony. 
On the other hand the dues, owing to the size of 
the vessels, are considerably increased. 

We have made no mention regarding the 
proposed site of the shelter as we consider that 
this is best left {o praotical experts with which 
you are no doubt consulting. We however 
venture to think that the cost of the work as 
mentioned in the Colovial Secretary's letter is 
somewhat extravagant and trust that before (he 
scheme is finally sanctioned a more economical 
and at the came time an equally efficient refuge 
can be evolved. You are so fally oognisant of 
the depressed state that sbipping is in at the 
present time that it is hardly necessary for us 
to draw your attention to this fact, but as such 
is the case we trust that money will not be 
spent unnecessarily, as the times seem to call 
for economy in expenditure in every direction. 

We wou'd also draw your attention to the 
fact that under Notification No. 169 Schedule 
to Merchant Shipping Consolidation Ordinance 
1899 passed on the 4th February last, the 
licence fees for cargo junks and lighters has 
been increased 10°) per cent. We should feel 
me obliged if you would kindly enlighten ua 
as to why this tax has been increased and to 
what purpose the (overnment intend to devote 
the revenue derived therefrom. 

We shall be obliged if your Committee will 
give their attention to the points we have 
raised before replying to the letter addressed to 
your Chamber by the Colonial Secretary.

Tam to state that my Comnjittes endorse the 
opinion of the signatories that the proposal of 
His Excellency to increase the light dues on 
Ocean going vessels by 14 centp per ten, and on 
river steamers by 4 cent per oie should be, in 
equi y, modified and the number of years over 
Whici it may become necessary to spread this 
taxation thereby increased. 

My Committee consider that the 4 cent per 
ton increase on Ocean going vessels “suggestad 
by the agents and representatives is a more 
equitable arrangement than that proposed by 
Ilis Exceilency. By this means the burden is 
lightened to shipowners, and it may reasonably 
be assumed that the payment for the refuge, 
which will be equally in the interests of those 
to come, is thereby rendered more general. 

It would also apear that the proposed inorease 
of 1/2 cent per ton for river steamers is like'y 
to prove a heavy {ax in view of the numerous 
entries of thexe boats. 

My Committee concur in the views expressed 
by the signatories to the enclosed letter as to 
the apparently excessive cost cf the proposed 
refuge, and I am to alate that my Committee 
would greatly appreciate an opportanity of 
viewing the plans and estimates for the 
the scheme. They would then b: in a better 
position to give an intelligent opinion on the 
subject. 

Reference is made io the enclosed letier to 
an amendment to Merchant Shipping Consoli- 
dation Ordinance 1899 under, Notification No. 
169 whereby licence fees for. cargo junks and 
lighters were increased 1.0 per cent. 

My Committee would beg you to supply 
them with the information necessary for the 
reply to the query.

PLAGUE AT HOK UN KOK. 


Dr. MACFARLANE reported that thirteen 
cases of plague had occurred at a small 
village named Hok Un Kok between the 
7th April and the 20th May. This was 
a large number in proportion to the num- 
ber of the inhabitants and to the total 
for Kowloon so far. The following were 
the Hgures for the whole of Kowloon up to 
date: Hok Un Kok, 13; Hun-vhom, 31; Yau- 
mati and Mongkcek, 5 (4 known to be imported) ; 
Sham Shui Po and Tsam Kok Tsui, 26; other 
villages, 3; total, 69. The villagers of Hok 
Un Kok were mostly employed in the Cement 
Works orin Bailey’s shipbuilding yards and 
works, They bad thus évery opportunity of sprea- 
ding infection to othet places and were provably 
responsible for some df the 21 oses in Hung- 
hom as Hunghom itself was clean and had never 
much plague. Most of the houses were quite 
unsuitable for ocoupation and did not lend 
themselves to proper cleansivg and nearly all 
were illegal under the Ordinance. Last 
year it was Kowloon city which supplied the 
early focus of plague. This year it was Hok 
Un Kok and Sham Shui Po. He did not see 
how plague was ever to be controlled in Kowloon 
until something was done to these places. He 
recommended that certain portions shown on a 
plan should be closed for human habitation and 
that steps should be taken to close most of the 
remainder later on, The walls were only loose 
stones and the floors of mud and damp; windows 
practically did not exist and in consequence 
most of the houses were quite dark inside. 
Overcrowding probably existed in many of 
them from their appearance. Exoept for these 
villages plague had not slarted properly in 
Kowloon yet and there was some ground for 
thinking that it would not do so even in the 
regular tenement houses if it was not allowed 


. to thoroughly establish iteelf in the villages 


first, Details of the houses were given in the 
plague report furnished by the offlcer. 


Dr, ATKINSON ina minu‘e to the Director 
of Public Works wrote—I have inspected 
these houses with Dr. Macfarlane and they are

The verandah, wide 
and airy, gives a pleasant seat with a fine out- 
look and a neat little balcony jon Murray Road 
will appeal to those who wish for less company. 
A bicycle stand h:s been furnished between the 
two porches at the entrance. | The gymnasium 
whioh has a gallery on two aid ¢, is :5 feat long 
by 33 ft 6 wide, the boat hoyse is 57 feet 2 in 
by 42 feet, dressing room anfl club room each 
32 feet by 28 ft.

I bope that these premises will long 
continue to serve the pur for which they 
were erected and 1 wish the heartiest snocess 
to all the members in inter-port and inter-clab 
competitions in the Colony (applause). I 
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hope the honour you have done me in asking 
me to open the building to-day may bring you 
some extra lack in the competitions of the 
coming year. I have great pleasure (and his 
Excellency here tarned the key in the look) in 
declaring the Club house open (applause), 

Afterwards His Excellancy made an in- 
spection of the premises under the guidance of 
Mr. Rodger,-at the close of which the company - 
assembled in the gymnasium where the 
Governor proposed ‘ Success to the Victoria 
Recreation Club,” the toast being enthusiasti- 
cally received. Mr. Rodger then proposed the 
health of His Excellency, which was followed 
with three cheers for the Governor who there- 
upon called for three cheers for the Victoria 
Rocreation Club. These were heartily given, 
and then Mr. Rodger presented His Excellency 
with the silver key use@® for the opening 
ceremony as a souvenir of the occasion, and 
with Sir Frederick’s reply the proceedings 
terminated. 


THE ANTI-DYNASTIC 
DISTURBANCES IN YUNNAN.

The Chiness newspaper reports from Yunnan 
indioate that the disorders iq that province 
are still far from being subdued, though the 
lat est intelligence is that the rebel leader has 
been kiJled in an engagement with the Imperial 
troops. * : 

Recently the commander in chief of the 
rebels sent a notification to the French Resident 
at Lao-kay, notifying him that he, as general 
in chief of the New China Society, was occu: 
pying the Chinese territory of Yunnan on the 
borders of Tonkin, and, as there was greal 
danger in moving about the country, he was 
ready to give permits to Europeans. The 
General added : “* We know that the Consul for 
France wishes to go to Mongtse and we would 
like to give bim a passport. He need have no 
fear. Ifthe Consul goes without’ papers we 
free ourselves of responsibility, We offer the 
same explanations for all travellers who pass 
through the territories we have taken.” 

Following is a translation of a proclamation 
by the Goneral-in-Chief commanding “the 
New Chinese Sosiety :’— 

“We, Hnong-Yen-Phu, commandant of the 
forces of the New Chinese Society, mike pro- 
clamation as follows :— 

‘‘ Henceforth the faithful troops are rallied to 
our just cange. 

“ Strict instructions have been given and will 
be observed. 

“We ill annihilato villaing, liars and traitors. 

“We will seversly condemn the gui:ty who- 
ever they are; but we will love and protect the 
honest and peaceable population. 

‘We will racov r the ancient realm of our _ 
ancestors, 

“We will drive away the Manchu dynasty 
wt ich has enslaved us for some centuries. 

“ We will ameliorate present conditions, 

“From the mirch of the troops merchants 
have nothing to fear and oan continue their 
avocstions. 

“The cultivators, the workers, the merchante, 
the students should peaceably pursue their 
occupations, We will protect them. 

“No yobbery will bs committed. 

‘All that is needed will ba bought at an 
agreed price, ; ‘ 

“ Robbers will be immediately punished by 
death. 

“ Nobody naed b2 afraid. 

‘“ All the commands of this proclamation will 
be executed with the utmost severity regardless 
of the status of the person, whatever be their 
titles,” 

“ Respect this!”

THE OPIUM QUESTION. 

Hon. Mr. Stewart—I rise to move the 
resolution of which I have given notice, It is 
the outcome of the answer made to the questions 
whioh I raked at the last meeting of this 
Council. In making that answer your 
Excellency referred to the form in which those 
questions were put. That reference makes it 
necessary for me to indicate, in an endeavour to 
explain the form of those questions, the position 
occupied in this matter by that section of the 
community which I have the honour to repre- 
sent. That I regard as important. The 
importance of making that position clear mast 
be my excuse for reoalling the circumstances in 
which we stood a fortnight ago. Developments 
of the opium question threatening a source of 
the Colony’s revenue were reported to be taking 
place, concerning which this Council had receiv- 
ed no information. In the Press it had been 
stated that an official announcement had been 
made in the House of Commons ‘that His 
Majesty's Government had the intention 
of issuing forthwith an order for the immeciata 
closure of opium establishments in Hongkong. 
It was difficult to believe that such an annonnge- 
ment would have been made without previous 
consultation with the local Government. It was 
equally difficult to believe that the Colonial 
Government had bsen consulted and aad given 
their consent without informing the Council of 
the fact. But there seemed to be no escape from 
one or other of these two alternatives. The 

ablic was perplexed and inclined to be angry. 
Henes the somewhat militant note of interroga- 
tion then sounding in the air. The questions 
which I addressed to your Excellency were 
only in a limited sense mine, In reality 
the Community asked them. I merely drew 
them up. I drew them up with the primary

It was made evident that the gommunity hai no 
cause of complaint against the local Govern- 
ment, that on the contrary practicable means 
had beea taken to withstand the pres<ure so 
suddenly and inconsiderately exerted by the 
Home Authorities. It was, I am sure, a relief 
to the public to bo made acquainted with the 
attitude adopted by Your Excellency in this 
matter, and to note that it was apparently 
governed by views coinciding with those held 
by the leading members of tHe community. An 
additional relief might with advantage have been 
granted earlier, I think, by publishing officially 
the exact terms of the annomncement made in 
the House of Commons. is course would 
have saved the Colony from much haragsing 
doubt, due to conflicting reports as to the precise 
nature of that statement. Boma of the tele- 
grams in the newspapers left upon the reader's 
mind the impression that thelorders so suddenly 
issued were (o be ag promptly obeyed. Others 
left room to hope that the promptnes: appertain- 
ed more to the issue of thbse orders, than to 
their execution. telbgram from the 
Secretary of State quoted by your Excellency 
did not make this point clear. Possibly the 
telegram which he made it|impossible for you 
to quote was more explicit, but there would have 
been no reason for keeping that part of it secret. 
In any case I think the Colonial Government 
might have usefully appliéd for the precise 
terms and, if necessary, for permission to make 
them public at this Counoil table. The members 
of this Council seem to havé equally as good a 
right to know the terms jof that announce- 
ment as members of Parljament, concerned 
only, ag was wittily remarked by a brilliant 
correspondent, in the ordation of Utopias 
on the other side of the world. Reticence 
invites wonder as to whetherjthere is something, 
either in the announcement or in subsequent 
communications, which the /Seoretary of State 
is anxious to withhold from this Council. 
Possibly reticence only shields evidence that 
he was not quite sure of what he was doing, not 
quite clear how far it would be possiblé to fulfil 
the promise made, If there was nothing of this 
sort why secrecy? If there ras anything of this

It is not treatment to which we 
are at all accustomed. It is surely most 
uousaal to conduct the business of State in such 
fiery haste. This unceremonious promptness 
compares oddly with the truly wonderfal 
courtesy lately displayed by Lord Eigia in 
sending out to the local Government the text 
of a Trade Convention between Eagland and 
Balgaria, and asking if they had any objection 
to its conclusion. Your Excalleney referred it 
on to the Committesa of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, asking them if they saw any objection 
The Chumber reptied that they saw none, as 
they had never h-ard of any trade between 
Hongkong and Balgaria, I have no desire to 
ridicule the extreme consideration thus shown. 
I merely suggest a difficulty in accounting on 
any intelligible principles of state-oraft for such 
curiously contrasted methods of procedure. 
Some critics deny that state-craft had anything 
to do with the preseat peremptory proceeding. 
Chey attribute it to cleotioneeriug exigencies. 
They say that the greatinteresta of this Colony 
have been treated as a mere pawn in the game 
of party politics. I do not propose to identif 

myself with that line of criticism and I parti- 
cularly wish to dissociate myself from oriticism 
of another kind which finds in the present occa- 
sion an excuse for attacking, by a somewhat 
circuitous roate, the constitution of the Colony. 
There is danger in unrestrained and incon- 
sequent criticism inasmuch as the Homa 
Authorities may possibly say: ‘‘ We did not 
consult you because we knew you would resist 
unreasonably.” To resist uoreasonably would 
expose this Colony to a form of danger which 
does not seem to be sufflciently recognised. 


There is danger lest justifiable resentment 
agaiostan inconsiderate order for the suppression 
of asourca of revenue which has been sanctioned 
by successive Governments for many years 
should be misconstrued as an obstinate and 
selfish disinclination to shape a course in con- 
sonance with a policy which, for better or for 
worse, has bean adopted by both parties in the 
State, and which may therefore ba represented 
as commending itself to the natioual oona- 
science.

outlast the doom aasigned, no one can withhold 
respeot for the sentiment which has prompted 
England tocome to China’s assistance in hor 
avowed intention of suppressing a form of salf- 
indalgenoe, over-indulgence in which is degrad- 
ing. Respect for this sentiment does not imply 
admission that any sense of responsibility bor 
the spread of that vice should weigh upon the 
national consciencs, The shallow view that 
associates the name of the thing with our first 
war oan be easily controverted. Novertheless, 


truth that it miy now be regarded as one of the 
classic lies of history, which England seems 
self-condemned to wear like a cangue, If 
wrongs of any sort were done in earlier ove by 
Englishmen to China the dragging weight of 
that lie has amply avenged them upon their 
successors. Those of their successors who 
revere the prophets must often have groaned 
in spirit over Ru-kin’s vision of the English 
merchant sailing up and down the China Sea 
with a pistol in one hand and a packet of opium 
in thejother, demanding of the unfortunate in- 
habitants—notin the good old manner of the 
gentlembn of the road, “ Your money or your 
life;”’ bat “ Your money and your life.” Th» 
fantasti¢- absurdity of this kind of misrepre- 
sentation readers it all the more difficult to 
destroy,' and, irritated by the idea, one is at 
times disposed to agree with those who contend 
that this part of the legacy of the Great Mogul 
haa besd a curse. In the desire to be rid of it I 
sympathise with the zealot. I envy him his clear 
view. Icanaot adopt it becanse of the compli- 
cated nature of human affairs. I cannot blind 
myself to the complicated problems arising in 
connection with it, The question is complicated 
by the fact that our Indian fellow subjects have 
vast interests which we have allowed to grow 
up and for whose protection we are responaible, 


that view has prevailed so completely over the - 


* 


- in addition to losing control. 


and as a member of this Council I deem it my 
duty to oppose zealotry in this matter inasmuch 
as it threatens to invade those principles of con- 
sistency and that confidence hitherto exiating 
under British rule and sapplying the open secret 
of ite success, I admit sentimertal objection 
to raising revenue from such as source, but un- 
fortunately in this imperfest world it is not 
possible to order-our affairs in conformily with 
the notions of an ideal polity. An ideal polity 
would preclude many of the ways and means 
that even the most civilized States and respect- 
able institutions adopt to support {hemselves. 
In the present aspect of the time-honoured 
redicament oreated by the contest between 
ideal and real conditious, we find ourselves in a 
diffloulty. Mr. Asquith hag recently said that in 
a diffcult situation you ought to try and found 
yourself upon some principle that appeals 
to common sense and common justice. In 
the hope of discovering some such principle 
which would enable me to approve of the 
proposals of His Majesty's Government I 
referred again to the “‘{‘imes'” report of the 
recent great debate on the Licensing Bill. For 
the second time I read the speech made by the 
present Prime Minister in introducing it. [ 
found it a ricoh mine of reasons against the 
course which he has presumably sanotioned 
with regard to our opium establishments. I 
found no single reason in favour of the justice 
of doing away with them by any instantaneous 
process, I did not find what I was looking far, 
bat I found this in Mr. Halfour’s reply. ‘‘ The 
resolt is going to be that you are not going to 
diminish the amount of liquor consumed ; you are 
going to transfer the consumption of that liquor 
from premises over which the Wagistrates and 
the Pclice have control to premises over which 
they have no control. That is a deplorable re. 
sult which certainly will not conduce to tem- 
perance.” By the simple expedient of altering 
the word “liquor” to “opium” these words, 
applied in our case, seem like words of wisdom. 
The Government will lose a source of revenne 
By giving up 
control of the consumption you will not make 
people give itup. As long ag the vioo is popn- 
lar ita votaries will find a place to practise it in, 
There is a strong opinion that if you try to 
prevent the people from smoking opium they 
will eat it, andif you stop them from getting it 
to eat that they will take to alcohol. Ido not 
propose to discuss the relative merits of popular 
poisons. I say nothing as to the comparative 
value of the opium vice and the drink 
habit as a relief to the monotony of hard 
and oeaseless toil, nor yet as to the 
probable increase in crime and insanity if 
the latter replaces the former, I do not even 
propose to disouss the merits of the opia - polioy 
of His Majeaty’s Government in relation to 
China. The issues do not arise out of the 
resolution and in any case they have already 
been decided. But in passing I may perhaps be 
allowed to say that I wigh that. more prominence 
had been given not to the question whether 
China is sincere bué whether she is capable in 
the matter. Unless a man like Peter the Great 
arises to create Cosmos out ef Chaos, it seems 
hardly probable that anything effectual will ba 
done. Still, China having applied to the British 
Government, I do not see how any British 
Minister could have met her appeal without 
sympathy and with a blank refnsal* But 
though Sir Edward Grey extended his sympathy 
hedid not abandon caution. The contents of 
the White Book recently issued on the subject 
eontains ample proof of that. The arrango- 
ment made between him and the great 
philosophic Statesman who presides over 
the troubled destinies of India is admirable 
in- that respect—so admirable that I had hoped 
that we were to be allowed to participate in it. 
In that case there would have been no need 
for violent legislative enactment. Under that 
agreement the Opium Trade would have died out 
aufpmatically in Hongkong, in ten years, if 
China keeps to her part of the bargain. All we 
had todo was to cloze down upon it ten per cent 
per annum, concurrently with the Indian reduo- 
tion. We could, I think, with reason have set up 
aclaim to ground the local rednotion of our 
licensed bouses upon the principle which jasti- 
fied cautious treatment of the Indian revenue 
and which applies with equal force to oar 
revenue. It seams to me that a great Crown 


Colony should not be treated with less consider- 


ation than even our greatest| Dependency ia 
matters affecting internal economy, These, how- 
ever, are all highly controvers{al matters upon 
which opinion differs at so many points that for 
any one man to speak for any number of others 
is manifestly impossible. I gan only claim to 
speak for that section of the community which 
I represent by ke:ping to the plear cdéntention 
that whether any new develppment, of the 
opium policy adopted towatds China by 
His Majesty’s Ministers arq in themselves 
right or wrong, wise or unfise; good, bad, 
or indifferent, none of them ought to 
have been made to apply fo this Colony 
without reference to this Cdunoil. In this 
clear contention I lay claim t> speak for the 
commercial community as a whole. I speak with 
the voice of a community unifed in protesting 
against the inconsiderate exerpise of arbitrary 
power. The inconsiderate exerpise of arbitrary 
power is not to be tolerated, without challenge, 
even when exercisad in the name of the Sover- 
eign people. Eaoglishmen aré very ready to 
repose their trust in despotic formulas, but it is 
always on the undersianding that they shall not 
be used in a despotic manner, [Whenever thera 
is even a show of thus using power there is sure 
to be trouble. Every English statesman ought 
to know this. No English statesman ought to 
forget it. Wein this Colony Humbly aspire to 
remiod one of that faot. Th voice of Hong. 
kong sounds dimly in London. We realise 
that only too well. We realide only too wall 
that the voice of this Council cad hardly sound at 
all within tho walls of Westminster. Buatit is 
our daty to uplift it, nevertheldss, and impelled 
by a sense of that duty I mova ¢ 

“That the Members of this Council view 
with concern the action of| His Majesty's 
Secretary of Stats for the Colpnies ia issniog 
an order affecting the revenup of Hongkong 
withont having previously given sufficient

I will not follow him iu his 
flight of oratory, for I have nejther the ability 
nor the desire, but I wish most emphatically to 
associate myself with him and, I -hopa, with the 
rest of the un*fficial members of this Council in 
maintaining the dignity,therightsand privilegas 
of this Council —(applause) —in maintaining the 
olaim that this Council should be consulted on 
all matters affecting the financeg and the welfare 
of this ‘fair colony of ours and| in maintaining 
also the right of the puolio of Hongkons to have 
a consultative voice in a matter Which affects its 
prosperity and its revenues,} Furtharmore, 
I associate myself with my unafoial co:laagues 
in trying to save the colony from serious losses 
especially at the present moment when our 
revenue is on the decline and mpney is urgently 
required for important public works, and 
also in asking to have sufficient time to 
readjust our finances and jthe burden of 
taxation. For these rezsons I jdin most heartily 
with my unofficial colleagues} in the protest 
contained in this resolution. t the same time 
I wisk it to ba understood that{[ do not support 
thia resolution becauss 1 think the olosing of 
the opium deng is a mistake qr is undesirable 
or that the opium farm is al benefit to the 
colony or ia a necessity thereto (applause). I 
think if you take the o; inion, of the commanity, 
especially of the Chinese community, you will 
find-a-great majority will be against the opium 
farm on account of the great! inconveniences 
and indignities put upon them py excise officers 
in searching their houses and persons, In fact, 
the opium farm is regarded ;by them as a 
blot on the fair name of this} Colony and as 
dragging its otherwise splendid and glorious 
traditions in the mad, Therefore I say, root 
out all the opium dens, abolish the opium farm 
and everything else, 

The CoLoniat SecrEeTary+ Public houses P 

Hon. Dr. Ho Kar—Yes, Anything. Opium 
dens, public houses, farms and gnything else. I 
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for one will not regret and certainly the Chinese 
community will not regret them. But to close 
the opinm dens at ones without regard to cost 
and in obedience to orders, that is something 
that sticks in the throat of every spirited mem- 
ber of this Copnoil. I say it is not right that 
we should not be allowed some time to consider 
our position and devise means to meet whatever 
deficiency jmay arise from closing all opium 
dens or doing away with the opium farm 
altogether. 

Hon Mr. Pottock—I do not propose to 
detain the Counoil more than a minute or two 
but I feel [ ought to say a few words in support 
of the arguments which have b3en put forward 
by the mover and seconder of this resolution, 
I agree with them in thjnking that thia a 
matter against whioh thig Colony ought to 
protest very strongly namely that, without any 
previous consultation, an order should have been 
sent out from home to the effect that the 
opiam establishments in this Coloay were to be 
clozed down, I agree, Sir, with the hon. member, 
the mover of this resolution, in deploring the 
fact that a similar courtesy ag to consultation 
which appears to have been extended to 
the sister Colonies of Ceylon aud the Straits 
Settlements was not also extended to this 
Colony. I would also venture to suggest that 
the authorities at home should have found a 
way much better than the arbitrary method 
adopted, of closing the opium establishments 
parrt passu with a decrease of the poppy. 
caltivation in China similar to the method 
adoptsd in the great dependency of India. I 
think, Sir, that in closing down the dens at once 
in this Colony which after all representa in the 
number of Chinese inhabitants only a thousandth 
part of the whole Chinese Empire, the Home 
Government is indulging in au actof righteous- 
ness, at our expensg, and I think, Sir, it is very 
deplorabls that they should have taken this 
extreme and arbitrary measure without pausing 
to consider what would be the result upon the 
finances of this Colony. As the hon, seconder of 
this resolution has puinted out, we are at this 
time in Hongkong somewhat in low water 
financially, and as is well knbwn there are 
public works which reqaire td; be carri¢d out. 
Prominest amongst them is th 
as to which there is considers 
our finding the ways and me 
myself therefore with the protest moved by 
the hon member ( Vr. Stewart). 

His ExceLLenoy—(tentlempn, the telegram 
which I received from the Seoretary of State 
for the Colonies on the subject pf the closing of 
opium divans does not refer tojthe whole of the 
opium establishments as has bpen stated bat to 
the opium “dana” as they are commonly called 
in Eugland.

In the 
secretary of State's repl which being 
marked confidential I could not read to 
you verbatim but of which I gave you the 


main purport, he agreed to gwait the arrival 
of my despatch conditionally mpoo steps being 
taken to give effect as far possible to the 
policy which he had enunciated! In his original 
telegram also he said that a/ despatch woald 
follow. I think, therefore, that although I per- 


sdnally agree with a great deal ‘of what has been - 


said by different speakers today, ib is some- 
what premature to deal in heroics at the present ~ 
stage of the matter. I think that we can 
rely upon the statesmauship of the British 
Cabinot. We know, aa the firat speaker poiated . 
out, that in the Licensing| Bill whioh the 
present Government have brought io, they have 
recognised the principle of allowing time for 
existing licenses to expire.; We know that 
both sides of the House, Unionists as 
well as JLiberals, join in the general 
policy in regard to ths suppression of opium 
and the mover of this resolu'ion read a very 
striking passage from Mr. | Balfour's speech 
showing how strongly the opposition feal that 
any steps taken to restrict tha liquor trefflo in

sideration of the results which they will entail. 
i trust esas ay we may hope that both 

@ grea es England recognise 
the Speci aly of dealing with this question 
also in s gradual manner and not by hasty and 
arbitrary legislation, 

The mover of the resolution asked why the 
Government did not enquire what the precise 
terms of the statemont in Parliament were. 
The telegram was in iteelf, I think, sufficiently 
explicit, We know practically the words used 
in the House of Commons and in the long 
telegram which I sent in reply I gave every 
opportunity {o the Secretary of State if he 
wished to add anything to the information which 
he gave in the first telegram. I suppose 
that his view was that it would be sufficient to 
await the receipt of the despatch which he had 
promised and the receipt of the despatch which 
he had agreed to await from myself. I have 
already replied to the only other question put to 
me by the mover of this resolution which was 
erat A whether there was any secret sting 
in the telegram which prompted me to refrain 
from quoting it in full. tae assure the Council 
that there was nothing of the sort, in fact the 
purport of the telegram was practically as [ gave 
it.
